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Viewpoints On Fairness 


By LT. GEN. LEWIS B. HERSHEY === 
Director, Selective Service System. 


There has been criticism of the operation of the Selective 
Service System because it is "unfair." These critics have been 
most general in any methods to make it more "fair." Words, 
such as “unfair,” “discriminated against," and “unequality” are 
frequently used without any effort made by the writer or reader 
to define these terms. А 

Generally, these terms аге used when someone is required t 
do something. This something required to be done is not re- 
quired of everyone, therefore, it is unfair. It should be noted 
that the unfairness is illustrated by comparison with someone 
who is not required to do this something or at least not at that 
particular time. 

“Fair” or “unfair” can be looked at from at least three view- 
points. First, from the standpoint of the one who is required 
to do something; secondly, from the ones who are not compelled 
to do this something; and lastly, from a view, such as the view- 
point of the group, be it community, state, or nz 

It can be said that from the first viewpoint everything of a 
hardship nature is unfair. From the second viewpoint, nothing 
is unfair, and from the third viewpoint, it depends on what the 
group gains by the action, or what it loses if the action is not 
taken. d 

A democratic society can only be of value to its members if it 
surviv If it fails to survive, that certainly would be unfair 
to all its citizens. It woulc cause these citizens to be dis- 
criminated ainst inasmuch they would lose the freedoms 
and the privileges of a democratic society. For the same rea- 
son, they might well claim that the loss of a democratic society 
to them was inequitable. 


Some Bear Heavy Loads 

Because democratic societies must be maintained many things 
must be done by the citizens. These things constitute duties. 
Age, sex, health, and capacities, all are factors as to whether 
some citizens can perform certain duties of citizenship at a given 
time, or if they ever can. Modern societies do not eliminate 
citizens unable to perform their duties as citizens. There is 
inherent unfairness in the bearing of a disproportionate share 
of obligations by any citizen, but it is the usual not the 
exception. 

Society has long recognized this and has provided compensa- 
tory factors. The aged has been cared for because of what they

The FBI report last year 
The FBI report last year 
shows that 2.75 million "se- 
rious crimes” occurred in 
the United States or a 58% 
rise їп the last seven years, 

Most of the cases are by 
repeaters and arise in mu- 
nicipal and state courts not 
under Federal Code. 

Today the sheriff's de- 
partment is able to offer lo- 
cal officers considerable in- 
creased salaries and suc- 
ceed many times in getting 
the better trained individu- 
al. The city then pays dou- 
ble фу having to train an- 
other person. 

With crime and violence 
cn the increase in our na- 
tion today, we can be thank- 
ful that police departments 
such as Belle Glade's is on 
duty.

you. 


Friday 
Dear Mom: 

The mechanics strike is in its 15th day. 

No doubt there were, as there always is, two sides 
to the story, but it is rapidly getting to the point where 
it looks like someone holding a club and refusing to talk. 

There comes a point where the individual, must 
honestly approach the problem on the basis of who's 
running the. show. 

The, sirhnes have an obligation in three areas: 
first, to the public ёо provide safe, comfortable and fre- 
quent transpór*: 
sibility and obligation to make money, or otherwise known 
as a profit on their investment; to the employees to pro- 
vide them with a reasonable return for their efforts in 
keeping with the current economic status of the job; 
to provide a safe place to work, and to show concern 
for their general welfare now and in the future. 

This is not the day of or for blood letting—no 
one is being abused nor starving as they go about their 
daily chores, 

It appears to me that if the individaul worker 
wants a bigger piece of the pie he has two alternatives— 
one, to improve his knowledge and experience and there- 
by put himself in a position to be promoted—he has the 
opportunity to buy a slice of the company through the 
stock purchase plan and watch his dollars grow as the 
company earns its money. He also has the obligation 
to himself as well as to the company to get out if he is 
unhappy or if he can better himself elsewhere. Most 
of all, if he wants a bigger slice he should earn it. I 
don't feel that they should take all of the company’s 
profit and split it among the employees—that is not 
what a business is for. 

They should get periodic pay raises as the producti- 
vity and economic situation warrant. This is accepted 
and agreed upon by the companies as well as the un- 
ions, 

I guess I feel that the biggest problems we have 
today are two—that everyone wants the world on a plat- 
ter, and no one, at least in this country, is hungry enough. 

It bugs me to find that the vacuum sweepers — 
washing machines — dryers — television sets, etc, that 
each of us has looked forward to arid hoped for for 


years before we were able to buy them are now accepted 
as required items within the first 2 days of marriage, 

It also bugs me to have everyone looking to Un- 
cle for “what he will do for me”-instead of me getting 
my hands dirty and sweating a little to make a living. 

I guess to get to a case close to home the boys do 
not know why they are on strike — do not kñgw from 
the Union end what the issues are — and haven't yet 
got hungry enough to realize what it's all about. 

Im not hungry either. I'm still being paid and 
Im torn between fussing about the fact that the best

blows over and being disgusted because any number 
at workers have found side jobs which don't pay as well, 
have no security, no picture, no oblication to the indi-

,be and meantime go into a panic if these same outfits 
won't provide them with free housing and food while 
they refuse to work, 

I wouldn't have worked for TWA for twenty-five 
years if I didn't think it a pretty good outfit to work 
for and even today the quitting line is a sight shorter 
than the hiring line. 

I realize that any number of the benefits we en- 
joy today are the result of Union demands in the past, 
but I am also inclined to wonder like the Vermonter 
who questioned the doctor bill—suggested that he didn't 
mind paying for the doctor's education but perhaps he 
should not have to shoulder the entire burden or pay 
for it all in one visit. 

Now how did I get running off at the mouth 
about the strike—when all I really meant to do was to 
tell you that we enjoyed our short telephone chat.

"No Authority” 
On Ambulance 
Service 


“їп the ambulance cirsis 
the County Commission has 
no authority because of li- 
mitations on its scope,” said 
Bud Weaver, Glades Area 
Commissioner. 

“The authority of the coun 
ty commission is set by 72 
year old statutes,” he said. 

Weaver said the commis- 
sion has three basic duties. 
“They are: (1) to build and 
repair roads in the county 
(2) to care for the indigent 
and (3) to furnish the sher- 
itf with a bloodhound and 
to feed it.” 

(More seriously, he said, 
“the lack of jurisdiction in 
any problems is harmful to 
the community.” 

“Many situations in which 
we find ourselves political- 
ly today are due to the ig- 
norance or apathy of the 
average citizen of the auth- 
ority of the state and coun- 
ty government,” he said. 

“The ambulance crisis 
points to the need for pro- 
viding limited home rule on 
the county level,” he said 
By limited, he stressed, he 
did not mean a solution 
such as Metro, but powers 
beyond the interpative ca- 
pacity in which the com- 
mission serves today.

Property 
Taxes

Property taxes have ever 
been a subject of controver- 
sy, but even a casual reader 
of the news media today 
must be aware that there is 
an unusual amount of con- 
fusion over this subject in 
Florida. 

Local governments de- 
pend upon property tax re- 
venues to such an extent 
that proposals to replace 


this source seems unrealis- 
In 1965, 


че. the counties, 

school dis- 
tricts and special districts 
in Florida levied more than 
$600 million for the current 
fiscal year. This is more 
than twice as much as col- 
lections from the 3% state 
sales tax, 

As much as we would 
like to say otherwise there 
does’ not appear to be any 
combination of state and lo- 
cal taxes that can replace 
the property tax in the for- 
seeable future. 

There is no question, on 
the other hand, the burden 
cf property taxes has in- 
creased in the last few years 
and is, if it is not already 
зо, approaching the satura- 
tion point in many commu- 
nities. 

There is much need for 
improvement in -property 
tax administration. Assess- 
ments must be made as 
equitable as possible. Stu- 
dies of assessments show 
that the lower the level of 
assessments the greater are 
the disparities and Inequi- 
ties. 

The only way to assess 
properties equally and fair- 
ly is to assess all of them 
for what they are worth 
Although taxing power is 
nt in the sovereignty 
he state, the assessment 
of property taxes must be 
accomplished wisely and 
niforml;

60 Million Dollars 


August 5, 1966—Flood con- 
trol works prevented an es- 
timated 20 million dollars 
in damages in “Southeast 
Florida during water-logged 
June anu July, it was repor- 


тї Southern 

Florida Flood Control Dis- 
trict tabulation — including 
information obtained from 
agricultural agents, weath- 
erman, real estate apprais- 
ers, farmers and growers— 
disclosed that vast areas 
would have been under wa- 
ter at least 30 days if the 
Flood Control Project did 
not exist. 

Losses without a control- 
led system, which permits 
the FCD to remove excess 
waters rapidly from urban 
and agricultural areas, 
would have totaled almost 
11.9 million dollars in Bro- 
ward County and 8.1 mil- 
lion dollars in Palm Beach 
County, mostly in lush farm 
land and improved pasture. 

‘Damage to urban and se- 
mi-urban properties in Bro- 
ward County, west of State 
Road 7 between South New 
River Canal and Plantation 
Road Canal, would have 
reached an estimated $445,- 
000, said FCD Executive 
Director Ed Dail. 

Without Project dikes and 
canals, control structures 
and Everglades Conserve 
tion Areas used for water 
storage, flood waters in 
June and July would have 
affected Davie, 
Plantation and Miramar, 
Cooper City, and several 
subdivisions, he said. 

Citrus groves in Broward 
would have taken the worst 
beating if flood waters had 
not been controlled during 
the past two months, ac- 
cording to the special study. 
Damages to citrus would 
have reached an estimated 
10.4 million dollars, the da- 
ta revealed. . 

Sugar cane losses, if fields 
had been under a water a 
month, would have been an 
estimated 6.1 million dol- 
lars in Palm Beach County 
near Lake Okeechobee, and 
pasture damage plus costs 
of relocating cattle would 


have been almost two mil- 
lion dollars in Palm Beach 
County and one million in 
Broward. 

The study disclosed that 
542 square miles of Palm 
Beach County agriculture 
land and 62 square miles of 
grove and urban develop- 
ment in Broward probably 
would have been inundated 
at least a month without 
water control. 

“Flooding would have 
been severe (in the Glades) 
if the FCD had not pump-

FCD maintains pum 
ping stations, spillways and 
other control structures, ca- 
nals and levees south of 
Lake Okeechobee, hub of 
the 18-county District. 
Three huge reservoirs, Ev- 
erglades Conservation Ar- 
eas, span 1,345 square miles 
south of the huge Lake. By 
design, they store fresh wa-

The United States is the 
world's largest beef prod- 
ucer — and yet, our appe- 
tite for beef is so enormous 
that we are also the world's 
largest importer of the com- 
modity. 

One-third of the world's 
beef supply is produced in 
the United States. But we 
also account for nearly one- 
fourth of all the imports. 

Americans have the great- | 
est variety of foods with 
which to plan well-rounded 
diets — yet our beef con- 
sumption is near record le- 
vels on a per capita basis. 
The peak was reached in 
1964 when the per capita 
rate was 107 pounds, and 
last year Americans ate 
very nearly as much again. 

Contrast this with Asia, 
where poverty, meager pro- 
duction and even religious 
concepts are factors in the 
skimpy per capita intake of 
less than 10 pounds of beef 
per year. And where we 
have a full complement of 
fruits, nuts, and vegetables 
to round out the American 
menu, the Asian must rely 
mainly en grains. 

The per capita beef con- 
sumption in the U. S. is not 
the highest in the world, 
though. In recent years, Ar- 
gentinans ate beef at the 
rate of up to 190 pounds — 
Uruguayans 181 pounds — 
Paraguayans 114 pounds, 
New Zealanders 123 pounds 
— and Australians 108 
pounds. 

Many factors contribute 
to the consumption patterns 
of these countries: the var- 
jous economic factors such 
as product availability, com 


parative prices and the 
consumer income with 
which to buy. 


Government policies play 
a major role, too. For ex- 
ample, Argentina's rate has 
fallen from that peak of 190 
pounds to 153 in 1964 be- 
fore going back to 173 
pounds in 1965. This was 
because the government 
there sought to sustain ex- 
ports through. such - mea- 
sures as enforced “mentless 
days" among its citizenry. 

Because of Из enormous 
appetite for beef, the world 
largest producer is not an 
important exporter at the 
present time. 

The United States last 
year imported some 942 mil- 
lion pounds of beef while 
exporting only 54 million.

"This law helps the mi- 
grant as well as the local 
child to get the education 
Which is so essential in to- 
day's economy," Reginal Di- 
rector Henry A. Huettner 
of, Wage and Hour and Pub- 
lic Contracts Divisions, Uni- 
ted States Department of 
Labor, said today. "А young 
ster's future -success de- 
pend on the schooling he 
gets, he commented. 

The need for continued 
vigilance is shown by the 
Divisions’ findings that chil- 
dren who work on farms 
during school hours in vio- 
lation of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act lag behind 
Other children їп their 
schooling! For instance, last 
year almost half of these 
young farm workers were 
in grades below the normal 
for their ages. At the age 
of 15, almost 7 out of 10 of 
the local youth and 9 out of 
10 of the migrants were 
behind in school grade at- 
tainment. 

Huettner pointed out that 
the Act does not restrict 
children who work on the 
home farm for their parents 
or guardians. 

He also observed that 
when state and federal child 
labor standards differ the 
higher standards apply.

ment as they should be. As Commissioner of District 5, 
I would like to bring to the attention of the people in 
District 3, that the Board of County Commissioners meet 
each Tuesday morning, except when that Tuesday falls 
оп a holiday, at 9:30 in the Court House in West Palm 
Beach. The meetings are open to the public and an in- 
vitation is hereby extended to any and all that are in 
the area to stop and sit in on the meetings and try to 
acquaint themselves with how their County business 
is conducted. I think it would be well if any person in 
the Glades had the time, that they would delegate them- 
selves as sort of an unofficial observer for the Glades 
area and sit in on these meetings. Many towns and areas 
such as Riviera Beach, West Palm Beach, Boynton Beach 
and Delray, have a representative that regularly attends 
these meetings as an observer and reports back to their 
respective cities if anything of interest comes up that 
effects them. This is one of the ways they have of keep- 
ing abreast of what is going on at mental level 
of County business. I am sure it would be of great ad- 
vantage to any who care to attend. It would add to each

Preparations are being made for paving of 8/10's 
ot a mile of the Miami Canal Road, running south from 
old SR 80 in Lake Harbor. The purpose in paving 
this particular piece of road is that the road runs on the 
top of the Central and ® а Flood Control Dis- 
trict's levee, lying on the west side of the Miami Canal 
and paving will prevent the further erosion and the re- 
duction in elevation of the Fjood Control District's levee. 


An interesting suggestion has been made in con- 
nection with the developement of the Lake Harbor Park. 
After an inspection trip in the Lake Harbor area, Mr. 
John Goss, Director, Palm Beach County Parks and Mr. 
Dick VanEpp, County Parks Landscape Architect, have 
suggested that the residents of the Lake Harbor area 
begin now, to start cuttings and plantings of the various 
beautiful hibiscus, crotons, and other plants that could 
be used in the landscaping of the Lake Harbor Park. 
I feel that this is an excellent suggestion and would give 
our local citizens a kinship and a sense of participation 
in the park's developement. 


At the regular meeting of the Board of County 
Commissioners, on Tues. August 9, I moved that Com- 
missioner VanKesesel be appointed as the Chairman of 
a Budget Review Board with the responsibility of se- 
lecting an additional member of the Board to serve with 
him and to finalize the sáme procedure that the Board 
was forced to follow last year after six weeks of review 
with no appreciable progress. The identical situation 
has existed in examining this year’s budget and makes 
it necessary that some action of this nature be taken. 
Mr. VanKessel selected me to work with him in the pre- 
paration of this years budget. My feelings this year in 
regards to the County Commission's Budget, are the 
same as they were last year when I served in a similar 
capacity with Commissioner Warren. I feel that every 
effort must be made to hold this budget down to a min- 
imum, and at the same time enable the County Commis- 
sioners to provide those services that they are obliged to 
furnish to the citizens of our County. Once again, I wish 
to point out that in its final form, the County's Budget 
will only be about 15% of your total tax bill. The many 
services that are provided by this small percentage of 
the overall tax requirement, constitute one of the best 
"Bargains" that is made available to the tax payer.
